Why Gen, Guillem was Defeated. 


The Nashville correspondent of the New 
York Times gives the following version of the 
way Gen. Gillem was sacrificed : 

There are some extremely ugly rumors, and 
documents to match, being received from 
East Tennessee regarding the defeat sustained 
by Gillem on the 13th inst. As I am very 
‘careful about language I employ in reference 
to United States officers and ao 


— briefly mention the fact that 1 ts be- 


ieved in certain official circles in this city, 
that (em was the victim of jealousy on the 
part of some other general officers at Knox 
ville. According to information received by 
Gen. Thomas aud Gov. Johnson, Gillem, after 
ascertuihing beyond a doubt that he was be- 
ing pressed by three brigades, commenced 
ing back with bis little brigade of three 
regiments, and at the same time called upon 
two Brigadiers at Knoxville for not only —— 
forcements, but food for his brave men 
had been three days without rations 22 — 
kind, except fresh meat. He kept falling 
back in good order, all the while for 
help, but vo assistance came to him untl his 
ronted army arrived at Strawbe Plains. 
Here be was met by 300 men of the 9th Michi- 
gan cavalry, who had left Knoxville on the 
morning of the 14th, six days after they had 
been called for. According to all accounts, 
and I have en several letters addressed 
Gov. Johnson and Gen. Milligan, the deport- 
ment of Gillem during the dreadfal coafusion 
of hie troops was grand in the extreme. Par- 
son Brownlow writes that the disaster might 
ee been averted, but that a lack of har- 
ny prevalied amon officers in com- 
— at Knoxville. Brownlow s son 
says that Gillem, regardless of danger, acted 
as few general officers could act under the cir- 
cumstances. Fils 22 ant endeavors to stay 
the rout, he se were unexampled. On 
Thursday last, s. Ammen, Tilson and 
Gillem were acting in concert, and after a lit 
— skimishing drove the enemy from Stras- 
berry Plains, with no loss on “either Bide.
